November  Theme 

The  program  theme  this  month  is  'Domestic  Priorities  and  the  War  in  Vietnam,'  a  lengthy  title  and  an  involved 
subject.  Dale  Minor,  recently  returned  from  South  Vietnam,  provides  six  programs  based  on  the  recordings  he  made 
there.  The  recent  "Conference  on  National  Priorities"  held  at  Columbia  University  is  the  source  of  ten  programs.

REPORT  FROM  SOUTH  AFRICA  Part  2.  Ted  Rubin  talks 
with  the  Right  Reverend  C.  Edward  Crowther,  Anglican  Bish- 
op of  Kimberely  &  Kuruman,  South  Africa,  who  arrived  here 
the  last  week  in  August,  1966.  The  Bishop  discusses  current 
conditions  in  S.A.  and  describes  his  own  ordeals  with  the 
government.  He  draws  a  savage  picture  of  the  conditions  for 
the  Blacks  in  that  country. 

Bishop  Crowther  was  born  in  England,  is  an  American  citizen 
graduated  Oxford  and  taught  Criminal  &  Constitutional  Law 
there.  His  three  small  children  are  still  in  South  Africa.  The 
bishop  is  most  anxious  to  get  a  re-entry  permit  to  that  coun- 
try, which  he  as  yet  does  not  have  (9/2).  As  a  result  he  was 
unable  to  discuss  questions  of  sabotage,  arming  of  Blacks, 
etc.,  as  any  such  discussion  would  make  his  return  impossi- 
ble.
